POORER COUNTRIES A LARGER SLICE OF THE WORLD'S WEALTH. 

THE QUESTION IS WHETHER THIS MEETING WILL PROVE TO BE 
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A DIALOGUE OF THE DEAF. IN FACT, SOME CYNICS REFER TO THE 
ACRONYM UNCTAD AS UNDER NO CIRCUMSTANCES TAKE ANY 

DECISIONS.' HOWEVER, THERE WILL BE RECOGNITION THAT ALL 
DEPRESSING ECONOMIC STATISTICS ABOUT THE POOR COUNTRIES 
HAVE TO DO WITH PEOPLE, NOT NUMBERS. EVERYONE IS AWARE 
THAT THE GEO-POLITICAL RIVALRY BETWEEN THE SOVIET UNION 
AND THE UNITED STATES WILL BE A POWERFUL CURRENT RUNNING 
THROUGH THE DELIBERATIONS. KISSINGER CALLS FOR THE 
CREATION OF AN INTERNATIONAL RESOURCES BANK. IT WOULD 
ENCOURAGE THE INVESTMENT OF PRIVATE CAPITAL FROM THE 
WEALTHIER COUNTRIES INTO DEVELOPING RAW MATERIALS IN THE 
POORER COUNTRIES. THE INVESTMENTS TO BE GUARANTEED 
AGAINST NATIONALIZATION. KISSINGER HOPES THAT THIS 
APPROACH WILL APPEAL TO BOTH THE INDUSTRIALIZED AND THE 
DEVELOPING COUNTRIES, AND WILL ALSO DEMONSTRATE AMERICA'S 
INTEREST IN THE ECONOMIC GROWTH IN THE NEW COUNTRIES 
OF AFRICA AND THE WORLD.

UPI - ANDERSON: IN NAIROBI KISSINGER PREDICTED IN AN 
INTERVIEW WITH THE THREE AMERICAN TELEVISION NETWORKS 
THAT DEBATE OVER HIS PROPOSALS "COULD BECOME QUITE 
ACRIMONIOUS HERE.” 

HE SAID THE SOVIET UNION MIGHT NOT SUPPORT THE PROGRAM, 

BUT WOULD HAVE "NO MEANS OF BLOCKING IT" BECAUSE SOVIET 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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FINANCIAL SUPPORT IS NOT ESSENTIAL. 

KISSINGER SAID HIS PROGRAM TELLS THE THIRD WORLD NATIONS 
"THEY SHOULD GET OFF THE SLOGANS AND GET TO WORK ON A 
CONCRETE PROGRAM."
